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A REMARKABLE PARROT. 


Pranks Play ed by a Faithful Imitato r o f 
Human So unds. 
There was one little gray and red 
parrot from the west coast of Africa, 
which was different from the ordi­ 
nary screaming green and y ellow par­ 
rot. 
This was certainly the clev erest 
little creatu re of its kind I hav e ev er 
seen. Dingy and shabby as to plu mage, 
and with a twisted leg, its powers of 
mimicry were u nsu rpassed, it picked 
u p ev ery thing it heard directly , and 
my only regret was that it appeared to 
forget its phrases v ery q u ickly . 
Be­ 
fore it had been two day s in the hou se 
it took me in half a dozen times by im­ 
itating ex actly the impatient peck at a 
glass door of some tame peacocks who 
alway s inv ited themselv es in to “fiv e 
o’clock-er.” I u sed to go to the door 
and open it; of cou rse to find no pea­ 
cocks there, for they were pu nctu ality 
itself, and nev er came near the hou se 
at any other time. After the peeks— 
ex actly reprodu ced as if on glass— 
came an impatient note, followed by 
the ex act cry of an indignant peacock. 
I believ e that gray parrot had the u t­ 
most contempt for my mental powers 
and delighted in v ictimizing me. 
' 
I was a constant su fferer in those 
day s from malarial fev er, and when 
conv alescent and comfortably seated J 
on my sofa in the drawing-room the j 
parrot wou ld first gently cou gh once{ 
or twice, then sigh, and finally , in a j 
weak v oice, call “Garde, Garde.” T h is; 
was to a fu nctionary who liv ed in the 
deep v erandas and whose mission in 
life seemed to be the regu lating of 
the heav y ou tside blinds made oi split 
bamboo. 
The nex t sou nd wou ld be 
the awkward shu ffling of heav y boots 
(for the “garde” u su ally went bare­ 
foot, ex cept when in u niform and on 
du ty ), followed by “Madame.” Then 
my v oice again, “Lev ez le ideau .” 
“Bien, grande madame.” 
Then y ou 
heard the creak of the pu lley s as the 
cu rtain was raised, followed by the 
garde’s tramping away again, all ex ­ 
actly imitated. 
The A. D. C.’s way of calling his 
“ boy ” (generally a middle-aged man) 
was also faithfu lly rendered, begin­ 
ning in a v ery mild and amiable v oice, 
rising lou der as no “ boy ” answered, 
and finally a stentorian “ boy ” pro­ 
du ced a v ery frightened and hu rried 
“ XT M. le Capitaine, Vi.” 1 griev e 
to say this performance 
generally 
ended with a confu sed and shu ffling 
sou nd as of a scrimmage. 
There u sed also to be an orderly on 
du ty ou tside the gov ernor’s office who, 
once u pon a time, was afflicted with 
a v iolen: cold in his head. This mal­ 
ady , and his primitiv e methods of 
dealing with it, made him a v ery u n­ 
pleasant neighbor, so his ex cellency 
req u ested the priv ate secretary to ask 
for another orderly withou t a cold in 
his head. 
Of cou rse this was imme­ 
diately done and the desired change 
made, bu t nof before A1 iss Polly had 
taken notes. 
Nex t day I was startled 
by the most v iolent ou t bu rst of sneez­ 
ing and cou ghing in the v eranda, fol­ 
low ed by other try ing sou nds. I nex t 
heard a plaintiv e and deeply inju red 
v oice from the gov ernor s office—it 
mu st be remembered that ev ery door 
and window is alway s wide open in a 
tropic hou se.

THE VOICE. 


Pro per Ereathing Is the First Require­ 
ment o f the Art o f Speaking. 
The v oice is produ ced by v ariou s 
organs, which, as we hav e said, hav e 
fu nctions of life to discharge before 
and abov e speaking. 
These are the 
lu ngs, the windpipe, the throat and 
the mou th. 
The lu ngs are the bel­ 
lows of this wonderfu l organ, v iewed 
as a wind instru ment. 
For it is both 
a wind, a string and a reed instru ­ 
ment. 
It is of the natu re of all the 
sou nding instru ments, and is su perior 
to each of them. 
We liv e by breath­ 
ing, and we mu st breathe wisely to 
speak well. 
Speaking is a u se of the 
lu ngs which hu man beings 
hav e 
fou nd ou t. 
The breathing to liv e is of the same 
natu re as the fu nction of the ey e or 
the ear. 
The breathing to speak has 
to be learned if speaking is to be done 
well. To manage the breath properly 
is the first req u irement of the art of 
speaking. To compress and condense 
the air in the lu ngs, and then to force 
it straight at the v ocal organ in the 
throat is to manage the breath prop­ 
erly . 
It is an 
artificial 
process. 
There is deep breathing, called dia­ 
phragmatic or abdominal breathing; 
there is broad or wide breathing 
called rib breathing, and there is shal­ 
low 
breathing, 
called collar-bone 
breathing. 
The fu ll ex planation of 
breathing mu st be left for the 
in­ 
stru ctor. 
Su ffice it to say that deep 
breathing is the only possible breath­ 
ing for tru e u se of the v oice. Sou nd 
mu st come witliou t breath. Breath 
coming with the sou nd ex hau sts itself 
too soon, and it makes the sou nd 
harsh. You hav e only to try it to be­ 
come consciou s how the tone is af­ 
fected by it. 
Mr. Sandlands tells u s of a v ery 
good hint he got on this point. Hold 
a lighted candle before y ou r mou th 
while y ou are giv ing forth the sou nd. 
If the flame flickers, there is breath 
with the sou nd. The flame will not 
flicker if there is only sou nd.— Cham­ 
ber’s Jou rnal. 


An Odd Timepiece. 


A mu sical watch abou t the size of 
an egg is now ex hibited in St. Peters­ 
bu rg which 
perforins 
a 
religiou s 
chant, with scenic accompaniments. 
Within is a representation of Christ 
with the Roman sentinels. On press­ 
ing a spring the stone rolls from the 
tomb, the sentinels fall down, the an­ 
gels -appear, and the holy women en­ 
ter the sepu lcher, and the same chant 
which is su ng in the Greek chu rch on 
Easter ev e is actu ally performed. The 
watch was made by an ingeniou s Ru s­ 
sian peasant du ring the reign of Cath­ 
arine of Ru ssia.

Po ints Co icerning the Painting o f the 
Eng lish Men-o f-War. 
We stated on the au thority of ou r 
Dcv onport correspondent that as a re­ 
su lt of ex periment? the English ad­ 
miralty hav e determined to abandon 
the present sy stem of painting torpe­ 
do v essels entirely black, and to paint 
the u pper portion of the v essels gray . 
This appears at first sight a cu riou s 
inv ersion of Natu re's methods of se­ 
cu ring inv isibility . 
Throu ghou t the 
animal kingdom the ru le prev ails, in 
beasts, birds, fishes and insects, that 
the u pper part of the body shou ld be 
of a darker color than the lower, and 
scientific ex periments hav e demon­ 
strated the enormou s u tility of this 
arrangement of color for pu rposes of 
concealment. Taking the case of sea 
birds or fish, as being most analogou s 
to warships, the u pper part is almost 
inv ariably gray , bu t the lower portion 
white, or nearly so. The resu lt is that 
the light shining u pon the u pper deck 
su rface and the shadow falling u pon 
the lower light portion so eq u alize 
matters that at a short distance the 
bird or fish is inv isible. 
The ex peri­ 
ence of any shore gu nner will bear 
this ou t in the ease of those dark or 
u niformly colored du cks which strike 
the ey e at immense distances, while 
the parti-colored gu lls resting on the 
water are difficu lt to see at mu ch 
shorter range. The reason, no dou bt, 
why the decision of the admiralty 
seems to ru n cou nter to the ex peri­ 
ence of Natu re is that the latter pro­ 
v ides only protectiv e coloration in 
su nlight, no n light, 
or 
darkness. 
The searchlight, with its brilliant lat­ 
eral ray s, introdu ces a new factor into 
the case.— London Globe.

Justice of the Peace Wlio Was 
Born In Missouri. 


A JIEMA HKABLK HIAOlíH 


Depi ivod of the Eiiioluiiierits of Oííiee, 
He Continues to Ctticiate 
As J ustice. 


Throug h a 
political 
exig ency, 
J u dg e W illiam Marg rave, of Fort 
Scott, K as., probably the 
oldest 
justice of the peace in the United 
States in point of continuous ser­ 
vice, has just been deprived of the 
future emoluments of his office. 
. 
J udg e Marg rave, who is a native 
of Missouri, is 8 1 years 
old, 
and 
has been a justice in this city for 
45 consecutive 
years. 
H e 
was 
the first 
territorial 
justice 
com ­ 
missioned in Kansas, having been 
appointed by 
Governor 
A n d rew 
H . Reeder in 1854. 
Since 
that 
time 
he 
has 
been 
successively 
elected to the office each year, o f­ 
ten by the unanimous vote of the 
people. 
For a number of years, in the 
early history of the tow n and coun­ 
ty, 
he served 
as 
justice of the 
peace, probate judg e, clerk of the 
district court and police judg e at 
the same time. 
H e was one of the 
first 
members 
of 
the 
Bourbon 
county bar, and is still recog nized 
as sound leg al authority, his ad­ 
vanced years seeming to have no 
effect upon the mental vig or of his 
youth. 
T h e 
last 
Kansas 
legislature 
passed 
a 
bill 
m erg ing 
justice 
courts and police courts of Fort 
Scott into a city court. 
The of­ 
fice of justice of the peace is a 
constitutional creation in Kansas, 
but the city court law limits a 
justice’s jurisdiction to 
civil ac­ 
tions involving 
$i 
or less, thus 
practically abolishing the office. 
T he people at large very vig or­ 
ously demanded the appointment 
of J udg e Marg rave as judg e of the 
new city court, but another man 
was 
selected. 
Sim ply 
throug h 
pride 
in 
his 
long 
service, 
the 
people recently re-elected him to 
the office of justice. 
H e is a re­ 
publican, 
but 
it 
has 
been 
cus­ 
tomary for both parties to nom i­ 
nate him. 
W h en one of them has 
occasionally 
deviated 
from 
this 
rule^ its candidate has been over­ 
w helm ing ly defeated. 
J udg e Marg rave was 
born 
in 
Gasconade, 
now 
Osag e 
county, 
M o., in 1818, and saw 
the 
first 
steamboat that ever w ent up 
the 
Missouri river. 
H e moved to J as­ 
per county, near Carthag e, at the 
ag e of 15, and in 1854 he removed 
to Fort Scott. 
A month after his 
arrival he received his commission 
as a justice of the peace. 
The old 
native walnut furniture with which 
his first office was furnished, and 
throug h w hich the 
bullets 
often 
pierced in the guerilla warfare in 
the civil war, is still used by him 
and could not be boug ht.

There is a man in Philadel­ 
phia, however, who laughs at this 
lavish expenditure, inasmuch as his 
bill of fare for the entire week only 
costs that amoiini. Twenty years ago

liis staple meal is in 
the middle of the day. and it always* 
consists of soup— good, rich soup- 
and a baked ]>otaio. 
Some days in­ 
stead of the baked f)otaio he has what
